I laid it immediately before the King, who was in the 
greatett Aftonifhment at the Contents of that Letter, 
which, as well in what relates to the Subjcét of it, as to 
the Manuer of treating it, is {6 coutrary to-his Majety’s 
Honour, and tothe Dignity of his Crown, that his Ma- 
jefty cannot but confider himfelf-as too much offended 
by it to make any Aufwer to it, 

You know, Sir, (and fo do the French Min‘fters) 
with-how fcrupulous an Exaétnefs his Majefty has, on 
his Part, executed the Cartel agreed on between him 
and the moft Chriftian King, in its utmoft Extent, even 
to the releafing on their Parole all the Officers in the 
French Service, who were made Prifoners within the 
Limits of thefe Kingdoms, and who were not his Ma- 
jefly’s natural-born Subjects; although the Service on 
which they were then employed might very jultly have 
excufed his Majetty from it. :
